No more daring and desperate robbery 
was ever accomplished by highwaymen in 
Butte, Leadville, Tombstone, Tucson or any 
other tough town of the wild west than 
that which was carried through without 
a hitch in the saloon of W. T. Movre at the 
northeast corner of Washington avenue 
and Fifteenth street Wednesday morning, 
within a quarter of a mile of police head- 
quarters. 

Two men masked with handkerchiefs, 
elegantly dressed in spring suits, perfumed 
and nosegayed, with six-shooters, robbed 
Six men, two of whom had revolvers and 
one of whom is a professional marksman 
and carried a six-shooter in his hip pocket. 

Only one shot was tired during tne affair, 
and that was to prevent the bartender, 
who is distantly related to Louis Kossuth, 
the great Hungarian patriot, from drawing 
his weapon. ‘to promote the poetic nice- 
ties of the occasion, the bullet pierced a 
framed picture on the wall, representing a 
maikKsman shooting at a bird.

Kossuth was behind the bar serving 
drinks to Mr. Smith and the two strangers. 
Col. Dudley sat at a little table not two 
feet from the side door on Fifteenth street. 
Jerry sat at the other side of the table, 
mear the rear door. The colonel had just 
eaten some lunch and had had a 85 bill 
changed, putting four silver dollars and 
small change in his trousers pockets and 
leaving another §% and two $1 bills in his 
wailet, in the mside pocket of his vest. 

Col. Dudley sat facing the side door. As 
the colonel raised the glass of beer to his 
‘lips a big man with a handkerchief over 
his face, concealing nose, mouth and chin, 
stepped briskly in at the side door and ad- 
vanced to the bar.

FIRE WA HOTEL 
~-FATIL TO MANY, 


Two Dead and Others Injured 
Beyond Recovery.

BUT FOR HIS BRAVERY SCORES 
WOULD HAVE PERISHED. 


Chicago Firemen Slow in Arriving and 
Nearly All the Rescues Effected 
by Policemen and Neighbor- 
ing Citizens. 


CHICAGO, May 15.—Two persons were 
killed, one is missing and 15 were injured 
in a fire at 110 to 114 Fifty-third street. Five 
of the injured will probably die. The dead 
are: 

CHARLOTTE PETERSON, dining-room 
girl; found in her room burned to a crisp. 

LENA ——: surname unknown to police; 
found burned almost bevond recognition ia 
room with Miss Peterson. 

The miss.ng: 

Patterson, man, last seen in hotel of- 
fice at 11 o’elock last night. 

The seriously injured: 

W. E. Horn, burned about face and hands 
and bady. lege broken; will die. 

S. G. McHaddin, flesh partly burned from 
body; will die.

The loss to the building and furnishings 
was $40,000. 

‘During the fire there were many daring 

rescues and narrow escapes in whicn 
James McNeil, the porter, prexed a hero. 
He was the first to warn the sleeping oc- 
cupants of their danger. He carried Helen 
Joseph down a swaying ladder from the 
third floor, and then, amid the cheers of 
the onlookers, returned to the gecond fioor 
where a woman was lying uncomscious, her 
clothing on fire. He carried her ta the win- 
dow and dropped her into the arms of Po- 
liceman Wolf. The effort and the heat 
were too much for McNeil, and he stag- 
ered back into the smoke. The people 
elow thought he was lost. A policeman 
mounted to the shoulders of a brother of- 
ficer and, clambering over the window 
ledge, caught McNeill by the feet and 
dragged him from the room. McNeil was 
passed down to the ground and soon re- 
covered consciousness 

The rescue of the woman and her baby 
aroused the enthusiasm of the crowd. Mrs. 
Bruce, with one arm around her infant 
child, was clinging with the other arm to 
the ledge of a second story window. Smoke 
was pouring out in smothering clouds and 
Mrs. Bruce seemed on the point of fall- 
ing. Her fingers were relaxing when sud- 
denly three policemen, carrying a blanket 
held taut among them, rushed into the 
flames, which were then darting from the 
basement windows, just in time to catch 
the Woman and her child in safety. Mrs. 
Bruce was badly burned, but had succeeded 
in protecting her baby so that it did not 
receive a burn. 

There were many other narrow escapes 
and exhibitions of courage during the burn- 
ing of the structure, as there was only one 
entrance to the building which compelled 
the greater number of the guests to make 
their exits as best they could through the 
windows. 

The rescues were nearly all accomplished 
before the firemen arrived. The blaze 
spreag so rapidly that had the people in 
the hotel been compelled to await the ar- 
rival of the hook and iadder company, 
many more lives would have been lost. The 
policemen and others on the ground early, 
however, were able to secure ladders from 
a paint store near by and by this means 
saved many of the guests from death. 

The fire started in the basement and 
spread with rapidity. But for the heroic 
action of Porter McNeil every person in 
the building, in which 100 rooms were. oc- 
cupied, would undoubtedly have perished. 

The porter, McNelti, was formerly a gun- 
ner in the Enelish Navy on board the bat- 
tleship Dreadnought and holds medals for 
marksmanship and proficiency in drilling. 
He took part in the Jameson raid and it 
was while in South Africa that the illness 
which compelled him to secure a discharge 
came upon him.

Then I would bend to the right, keeping 
the legs rigid, and bending as far to the 
right as possible without losing my bal- 
ance, recovering and doing it again, tne 
same number of times as I tried the frant 
and back bending. These side motions were 
for my lver. 

The pulley weights (10 pounds to each pul- 
ley) were bor these organs also. I went 
through the regular pulley motions, both 
forward amd back. 

My boxing was not by rounds nor with a 
regular sparring partner. I simply boxed 
lightly and steadily until I was tired. This 
made me perspire profusely and made me 
quite ready for the refreshing shower and 
rubdown. 

To increase perspiration and further ex- 
pel through the res all poisonous germs I 
hit on a sort of cold water cure. Midway 
between breakfast and lunch, as well as 
midway between lunch and. dinner, I drank 
a quart of cold water (not ice water, mind 
you; nor did I gulp it down; but drank it 
quietly). I found that this quantity of wa- 
ter, drunk between meals, was of great ad- 
vantage to me in every way. It was good 
for both liver and stomach and seemed tu 
strengthen my nerves as well. 

The water Idrank midway between meals, 
usually after my gymnasium work and 
after my afternoom walk.

He 
ost In 2 rounds, after what certainly ap- 
peared to be the hardest milling ever wit- 
nessed in the history of the American prize 
ring. In the face of the many rumors that 
the fight was going to be a fake Corbett’s 
showing was a revelation to the hundreds 
of thousands of sports who follow the fight- 
ing game. The ex-champion fairly set the 
great crowd wild with his magnificent foot- 
work and wonderful cleverness. He gamely 
fought until he was sent heipless to the 
floor and the fateful count of 10 settled his 
chances fur the present of regaining the 
honors lost to Tom Sharkey in a most 
questionable way. Corbett made a great 
fight against the greatest fighter of the age 
and his remarkable work throughout the 
entire contest showed conclusively that he 
is what his friends always c.aimed for 
him—a marvel of science. He did not quiie 
reach in his earnest desire to win back 
his title, but he did show the American 
people that he is a fighter in all that the 
word implies. 


Jeffries by winning over Corbett fully 
demonstrated that he js a real champion, 
made of the right material, and that his 
victories over Sharkey, Fitzsimmons and 
the rest of them were not flukes. 

Jeffries deserves much credit for his 
gameness, Which undoubtediy helped him 
more than anything else to win ack an up- 
hill contest. He never lost confidence in 
himself and did not overlook an oppor- 
tunity to get in a telling blow. He saw his 
chance in the Jast round and took advan- 
tage of it. He admits that Corbett sur 
prised him by his wonderful work, but un- 
der the circumstances he did not get rat- 
Ued and stuck to his job until he finally 
won out. Had he gone to pieces when hé 
realized he had the Corbett of old before 
him there might have been a. different 
Story to tell. Kut he didn’t. Vhen he 
Saw that he had a tough time on hand he 
settled down to win out like a champion, 
and that’s what carried him through. 

Corbett is entitled to great consideration 
for the manly way in which he lost out. 
He does not try to take any of the glory 
away from the winner, but gives crecit 
Where credit is due. ‘This action on his 
part Won him many friends throughout the 
country, and in his next contest he will 
have to take odds from no one. 

It was the most interesung battle in 
the history of fhe ring and reflects credit 
on the man who so fairly won and the 
man who 30 gamely 1]osL.

The general assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church of America will be called to 
order in the Washington and Compton av- 
enue Church Thursday morning, to last 
about two weeks. 

The general assembly is the judicial and 
executive head of the Presbyttrian Church, 
having also power to originate legislation, 
but not to confirm the same until after 
the several presbyteries have passed upon 
it. 

While the meeting will be a strictly bust- 
ness session yet the question of revision 
of the creed will be proposed. That is cer- 
tain. The McGiffert case will come up as 
an appeal from the action of the ,resbytery 
of New York in dropping the case at a 
time when it is held it should have been 
given further consideration. But, it is as- 
serted by delegates, Dr. McGiffert himself 
and his opinions will not be under dis- 
cussion. There will be a final report on the 
case of Dr. Hillis.

It is expected that no fewer than 2 pres- 
byteries will petition for consideration of 
creed revision, but it is not expected by 
leading representatives of the church that 
definite action upon these petitions will 
take place.
